Councillors reject 
housing scheme 
plans for village 

PLANS for more than 35 homes for a 
village on the Shropshire/Powys border 
have been thrown out - despite being rec¬ 
ommended for approval. 

An application was put forward by 
Mervyn Jones to build 36 homes on land 
on the western edge of Four Crosses, be¬ 
tween Welshpool and Oswestry. 

Powys County Council members re¬ 
fused to pass it at a meeting on Thursday 
last week. 

The housing estate would have in¬ 
cluded eight affordable dwellings. 

Llandysilio Community Council had 
objected to the plan because it would be 
outside the development plan. 

The community council said: “The 
argument for the supply of housing in 
Powys cannot be allowed to overrule 
planning policies and principles.” 

Planning officers backed the develop¬ 
ment due to a lack of housing supply. The 
recommendation in the planning report 
stated: “Although it is noted that the pro¬ 
posed development is a departure from 
the adopted development plan, consider¬ 
able weight must be given to the need to 
increase housing land supply.” 

However, councillors were not of the 
same view and they rejected the scheme.

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Town pub designated an 
asset of community value

A PUB that has gone on the mar¬ 
ket could be taken over by a 
community group. 

The Golden Lion in Oswestry has 
been put up for sale and has now been 
designated an asset of community val¬ 
ue following a successful nomination 
by CAMRA, the Campaign for Real 
Ale. 

Shropshire Council has received notifica¬ 
tion from the current owner that the asset 
is to be disposed of through a sale of the 
freehold, and a timescale has now been set 
up. There is currently a six-week period up 
to December 11 for any group to register an 
interest in becoming a potential bidder. A 
Shropshire Council spokesperson said: “If 
no written request is received prior to the 
end of the interim moratorium as shown, 
the owner is free to sell the asset on the 
open market.” 

If a written request is received from a po¬ 
tential bidder then there will be a full mor¬ 
atorium for six months running to April 30. 

If this happens the owner will not be 
permitted to sell the asset, unless to a valid 
community group or through an exempt 
form of disposal, during this six-month 
period. A protection period will also be in 
place until April 30, 2019, which is follow¬ 
ing a full moratorium period, no further 
moratorium will be enforced on the sale of 
the asset for an 18-month period. 

Therefore if the asset has remained un¬ 
sold by the date shown, a second morato¬ 
rium period will be enforced. 

Valid community groups will have to 
meet certain criteria to be in with a chance 
of having a bid accepted to move forward. 

It includes, a parish council in whose area 
the asset lies or any community group that 
has a local connection, a charity, a company 
limited by guarantee, a community interest 
company or an industrial and provident so¬ 
ciety or community benefit society.

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Inquiry over 
voyeurism 
claims at 
hospital 

AN investigation is taking place into 
allegations of voyeurism at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital. 

A man in his 80s has been inter¬ 
viewed by police, following allegations 
made by a member of the public. 

The man has now been barred from 
using any of the facilities at the hospi¬ 
tal in Gobowen. 

The investigation relates to two 
separate incidents that occurred on 
the site of the hospital. 

PC Andrew Mayne said: “West Mer¬ 
cia Police is investigating reports of 
two non-recent voyeurism offences by 
a member of public, reported to have 
happened at Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Hospital between July 2014 and 
November 2016. 

“A man in his 80s from Oswestry 
has been voluntarily interviewed 
and is assisting police with their in¬ 
quiries.” Allegations were made by a 
woman, who will remain anonymous. 

A hospital spokesperson said: “We 
are aware of the allegations and are 
of course fully cooperating with the 
police with their investigation. 

“The man has been asked not to use 
our facilities whilst the investigation 
is ongoing.” 

inquest told of 
death tragedy 

A PLUMBER died after taking a fatal 
cocktail of alcohol and drugs. 

Mark Philpotts, of Chirk Road 
in Gobowen, was found dead at his 
house on June 1. 

Coroner John Ellery told an inquest 
a post mortem revealed the 31-year- 
old had alcohol, cocaine and MDMA 
in his system. A police report said Mr 
Philpotts was last seen by a friend 
at a pub in Weston Rhyn on May 26 
but the exact date of his death was 
unclear. Mr Ellery said: “There is no 
evidence that Mark’s death was delib¬ 
erate. The fatal outcome was acciden¬ 
tal. I record that it was alcohol and 
drug related.” 


Shops proposal will 
transform retail area

THE restoration of one of 
Oswestry’s historic buildings will 
include giving a facelift to a run 
down alleyway. 

The former bakers shop in Church 
Street was a Greggs store for some 
years before the chain moved into a 
shop next door. 

Now developers want to turn the large 
building into four shops and a restaurant 
on the ground floor with three flats on the 
first floor. 

Oswestry Town Council has welcomed 
the planning application for the Grade II 
listed building and, at its latest meeting, 
said the plans were indicative of an upturn 
in fortune for the town centre. 

After the meeting, Councillor Peter 
Cherrington said: “A development like this 
is very welcome for Oswestry. 

“We need more independent stores and 
we also need accommodation in the town 
centre for local people. 

“This will made a huge difference to this 
building and the alleyway, which is an eye¬ 
sore in Oswestry. 

“It is also good to see things looking up 
in Cross Street.” 

Design consultants for Hook Norton 
Brewery said the aim is to open up the 
uninviting alleyway that connects Church 
Street to English Walls and create Victo¬ 
rian style shop fronts in an arcade style of 
complex. 

Its report to council planners says: “The 
site is quite large, with the ground and first 
floors 299 square metres and 318 square 
metres. 

“Whilst this provides a very generous 
area for a retailer to use, it is a lot of space 
to heat and light and effectively operate 
cost effectively.” 

The report says that the economic down¬ 
turn and online shopping habits have 
forced the small independent businesses to 
be leaner and smarter. 

“Many have found that by banding to¬ 
gether within arcades or collectives they 
can adapt to the current economic climate,” 
it said.

Public set to 
get its say 
on hospitals 

THE people of Shropshire are finally set to 
get their say on plans for an overhaul of the 
county’s major hospital services. 

Shropshire’s Clinical Commissioning 
Group has followed its Telford & Wrekin 
counterparts in taking the significant step 
of signing off on Future Fit’s “pre-consulta¬ 
tion business case” and consultation docu¬ 
ments, which will be used to ask the public 
what they think. 

The move means that if the documents 
are validated by NHS England, a process 
expected to take around two weeks, then 
the public will finally get the long-awaited 
opportunity to make their own comments 
on the proposals from early December. 

The consultation will put forward a pre¬ 
ferred option for changes to the county’s 
hospitals where Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
becomes an emergency centre and the base 
for consultant-led women and children’s 
services in the county, while Princess Royal 
Hospital Telford takes on responsibility for 
providing planned care. 

Dr Julian Povey, chairman of Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group’s governing 
body, said he hoped that the public would 
be able to have their say on the plans, 
which have been at the centre of discus¬ 
sions for more than three years. 


Shropshire Star’s Dual It campaign calling 
on the Government to dual the stretch of 
road from the north of Shrewsbury to the 
Welsh border as it passes Oswestry. 

Mr Wynn said it was nationally impor¬ 
tant to dual the A5. “Leaving London or 
Holyhead you drive on motorways or dual 
carriageways until you reach Shropshire 
where you are faced with miles of single 
carriageway road,” he said. “You don’t have 
to be an expert to realise that this is going 
to create a bottleneck. 

“For Shropshire it is so important for 
inward investment. We don’t want Shrop¬ 
shire to be a corridor, we want it to be a 
thriving economic success. 

“A better road network can unlock po¬ 
tential from a wider area. If the road net¬ 
work from the Midlands Engine continues 
west to Shropshire we will benefit. There 
will not be enough capacity in the Midlands 
and companies will be keen to base them¬ 
selves in Shropshire.” 

He said the road infrastructure was also 
vital to businesses already in Shropshire. 
“At the moment it is inhibiting businesses 
who have to use the road to bring raw prod¬ 
ucts in and take finished parts out”, he said. 

As a leading member of the Midlands 
Connect regional infrastructure body, 
Marches LEP has regular talks with the 
Mid Wales Partnership. 

“The A5 is part of the transport struc¬ 
ture between England and Wales,” he said. 

“I am very pleased that the Shropshire 
Star has launched this campaign and I urge 
people to sign the Dual-It petition.” The 
petition requests that the road be included 
within the Government’s Road Investment 
Strategy 2 so that it is upgraded to a dual 
carriageway. People can go online to sign

BREEZE 
ABOUT TOWN 


Welshpool Town Council¬ 
lors were this week considering 
one of the most hair-brained 
schemes I have ever come 
across - and I really hope they 
come to their senses before go¬ 
ing ahead. 

The full council was due to 
discuss a town service commit¬ 
tee recommendation to erect 
two benches and a bin in the 
doorway to a disused shop in 
Berriew Street, hoping the plan 
would end the constant fly-tip- 
ping outside the former butch¬ 
er’s premises. 

It appears to be a scheme put 
forward by the Town Clerk after 
he was dispatched to meet the 
shop owners to voice council 
concerns about the state of the 
building and its use as a popular 
spot for fly-tipping. 

The council has been picking 
up the bill for cleaning the shop¬ 
front and now wants to spend 
another £400 of our money. 

The news sparked a justified 
storm of protest on social media 
this week, many asking whether 
the repercussions of such action 
have been taken into account. 
Well clearly, they haven’t. And 
I suspect a few neighbouring 
shop-owners may have a thing 
or two to say. 

The move might stop the 
fly-tipping, though I doubt it. 
But it will also create an ideal 
area for drinkers to congregate, 
protected from the elements, in 
the very area of the town centre 
that the council has been trying 
to protect. 

Much better for the drinking 
community than sitting in the 
rain in Berriew Street Car Park. 

There’s better news on the ho¬ 
rizon for Oswestry’s town centre 
with welcome plans for a four- 
shop development at the former 
baker’s shop in Church Street, 
once home to Greggs before 
the high street chain moved next 
door. 

Plans include the opening up 
of the awful passageway be¬ 
tween Church Street and English 
Walls and the creation of Victori¬ 
an style shop fronts in an arcade 
style development - great news 
for the town. 

There seems plenty of scope 
for this type of combined devel¬ 
opment to encourage business¬ 
es to open in the town centre 
with the developers claiming that 
shop owners need to think out¬ 
side of the box these days to be 
able to cope with the economic 
downturn and new online shop¬ 
ping habits. 

It’s been proving difficult for a 
number of years to attract busi¬ 
ness to this area of the town 
centre so these plans can only 
be good news for Oswestry.

Romance, intrigue and 
Gucci - and a village girl 


TOBY NEAL spoke to Caryn 
Price whose family is 
linked to the Gucci fashion 
dynasty _ 

THE Gucci story is a saga of 
love, passion, intrigue, betray¬ 
al, adultery, jail time, and a hit¬ 
man murder. 

And here’s something which will 
really shock you - a Shropshire 
wheelwright’s daughter was one of 
the key players in the unfolding tale. 

Olwen Price was a spirited teenager 
from West Felton, near Oswestry, who 
won the hand of 22-year-old Aldo Gucci. 

Aldo was destined to steer the Gucci 
business from being a top-end leather 
goods store in Italy into an international 
brand synonymous with style, taste, and 
quality - and the first choice of countless 
celebrities. 

It was a marriage which had royal 
blessing, but not necessarily in a good 
way. Because 19-year-old Olwen had 
been working for a Romanian princess 
named Elisabeth, and when Elisabeth 
discovered that Aldo had got her unmar¬ 
ried employee pregnant, she stormed into 
the Gucci shop in Florence to complain 
to Aldo’s father Guccio, who had founded 
the firm. 

The princess was satisfied when Aldo 
offered to marry Olwen, who was three 
months pregnant when the wedding took 
place at the Roman Catholic Church of 
Our Lady and St Oswald, Oswestry, on 
August 22, 1927. 

Olwen returned with her new husband 
to live in Florence. But it was not to be 
a happy-ever-after marriage. Aldo was 
many years later to fall for Bruna, an 



West Felton in the early 20th century as 

18-year-old working in his Rome store, 
with whom he went on to have a daugh¬ 
ter, Patricia, at a time that having an 
illegitimate child was illegal in Italy and 
divorce was impossible. 

Patricia and Bruna were packed off 
to England, and Patricia was 10 before 
she learned that her father was not only 
married, but that she had three half 
brothers, all middle-aged. 

She has now published her story in 
a new book: “In The Name of Gucci: A 
Memoir.” 

Olwen - it’s sometimes spelt as 
Olwyn - came back to West Felton reg¬ 
ularly to visit her family and ultimately 
had a house in Oswestry where she 
would stay. 

Olwen and Aldo are fondly remem¬ 
bered by her nieces, Caryn Price, and

Caryn’s older sister Anita Armitage. 
Caryn, who still lives in the family 
home in West Felton, recalls: “I met 
Aldo Gucci once, in the Gucci shop in 
Bond Street. He was a lovely, lovely 
man.” 

Anita, who lives in London but was 
brought up at Queens Head, near 
Oswestry, and went to Oswestry Girls’ 
High School, says that during the war 
Olwen was involved in an underground 
network with the English nuns for es¬ 
caped Allied prisoners in Italy. 

She says one of Aldo and Olwen’s 
three sons, Paolo Gucci, who lived in 
England for some time, often visited 
her parents in West Felton. 

Paolo was a key player in a power 
struggle which developed for control of 
the Gucci empire, which became riven 


by family disputes. Paolo produced doc¬ 
uments showing his father had been si¬ 
phoning off profits, leading to Aldo being 
jailed in 1986 for tax evasion. 

It was marriage troubles which led 
to Maurizio Gucci - the son of Aldo’s 
brother Rodolfo - being shot dead in 
1995 by a hitman hired by his ex-wife. 

Aldo died aged 84 in 1990, making 
Patricia his “sole and universal heir”. 
In other words, Olwen and their three 
sons were cut out of the will, something 
which she challenged in the courts. 

But let’s get back to the happier be¬ 
ginnings, and the 1927 Shropshire wed¬ 
ding of Aldo and Olwen which made 
local headlines. Aldo was described in 
the Shrewsbury Chronicle report as “the 
handsome son of a wealthy Italian mer¬ 
chant” and Olwen as an “average village 
girl in an average English village.” 

According to the paper, Olwen was 
received into the Catholic church a few 
days before the wedding. Villagers from 
West Felton, Whittington, and Queens 
Head, thronged the church. 

Anita says that after her grandmoth¬ 
er’s death Olwen bought two houses 
side by side in Oswestry - they appear 
to have been in Gittin Street - with one 
for Olwen to stay in when she came over, 
and the other being the home of Olwen’s 
sister Muriel. There was intrigue when 
in the early 1970s some documents ar¬ 
rived out of the blue at Olwen’s house 
in Oswestry, being opened by Muriel. 
It was a decree nisi - allegedly signed 
by Olwen, who appears to have known 
nothing about it. The upshot was that 
there was no divorce, and indeed never 
was, although that did not stop Aldo and 
Bruna holding a marriage ceremony in 
America. Anita heard only indirectly of 
Olwen’s death, which she thinks was 
in Rome. Information on the internet 
suggests that Olwen Price Gucci died on 
August 30, 1995.

Over recent weeks, public 
conversation about British pol¬ 
itics has been focussed on two 
dominating subjects; Brexit and 
sexual harassment. 

This week, the main focus 
must surely move on to mat¬ 
ters concerning the economy. 
Because Wednesday is Budget 
Day. And this is not easy to 
comment on today, because I’m 
writing before I know what’s in 
it, and it’s probably being read 
after it has been delivered to 
MPs in the House of Commons 
and been published. I just hope 
I’m not left too red faced by any 
big differences in my expecta¬ 
tion and the reality. We do know 
that the Chancellor, Philip Ham¬ 
mond, is in a very difficult place. 
He may well want to increase 
public spending, but he has no 
money! UK public borrowing 
is simply too high. Far too high 
to allow public spending to be 
substantially increased. I hear 
some MPs, especially those on 
the opposition benches calling 
for billions of pounds to be “in¬ 
vested” in almost every budget 
area. I hear calls for an “end to 
austerity”. These calls are total¬ 
ly irresponsible. I suspect most 
people know this. 

Let us consider the actual 
numbers. Our National Debt 
is an eye-watering £1.7 trillion 
(£1,720,000,000,000) - plus 

a variety of off balance sheet 
debts, that by any normal in¬ 
terpretation are also debts. The 
UK’s annual deficit is around 
£45billion (£45,000,000,000). 
This is how much more the Gov¬ 
ernment is spending this year 
that it has coming into the Treas¬ 
ury. It’s all being added to the 
National Debt. Describing this as 
“austerity” seems to me to be an 
abuse of the English language. 
The reality is that we are living 
way beyond our means, leaving 
our children and grandchildren 
to clear up the mess. But there 
will be increases in spending, as 
well as various tax changes. I ex¬ 
pect some relaxation in the pub¬ 
lic sector pay cap. It was defend- 
able when inflation was very low, 
but at present it’s around three 
per cent which may well lead 
the Chancellor to act. I expect 
some more money to go to Uni¬ 
versal Credit, bringing the time 
interval before actual payment 
to be reduced from six weeks. I 
expect more money to go to the 
NHS and social care. The warn¬ 
ings about winter pressures are 
too loud to ignore. And there will 
surely be public money to deliver 
more housing, especially for first 
time buyers. If all this is included 
there will not be much scope for 
anything else.

DO THE T&CS FOR MY LOVE DOLL BUSINESS 
OVERRIDE THE MANUFACTURER’S T&CS? 

Q: I run a successful business that sells love dolls. However, a dispute has arisen with my UK manufacturer as a number of the dolls keep malfunctioning 
and I have had several customers return the products for full refunds. 

When I reported the issues to the manufacturer and asked for a refund they told me that their Terms and Conditions state that, once I have signed their 
delivery sheet, I am not entitled to a refund under any circumstances. I have never seen these terms and conditions and have never been told about them. 
I do have my own T&Cs which state that, in the event of the products being defective, the seller will provide me with a full refund. These terms were 
attached to the original contract of sale that we both signed and are clearly mentioned in the contract itself. Which set of T&Cs apply? 

A. This is a more common situation than you might think! Recent case law indicates that Courts are more likely to favour the party who made their terms 
and conditions known to the other in the clearest way. 

Where two parties allege that their terms and conditions apply, the Court will, amongst other things, consider whether or not the seller’s terms and 
conditions were reasonably brought to the attention of the buyer. If this is the case, the seller’s terms and conditions will usually apply. If not, the buyer’s 
may apply. The Court could also look at previous dealings between the parties to help it decide. 

It seems that, on the surface, you do have a very good argument to say that your terms and conditions applied and not those of the manufacturer. 
However, you should seek more in depth legal advice, but do ensure the lawyer that you see has expertise in this particular area of law.

Superfast 
broadband 
campaign 
is launched 


A CAMPAIGN to demonstrate how 
superfast broadband is changing 
people’s lives has been launched in 
Powys. 

The initiative, run by the Welsh 
Government, is aiming to promote 
superfast broadband to residents to 
demonstrate its benefits and encour¬ 
age its further use across the county. 

With the majority of Powys resi¬ 
dents now having the ability to access 
the service, the campaign will show¬ 
case how it is transforming the way 
people work, learn and connect with 
their families and friends. 

Campaign organisers will be work¬ 
ing with libraries, schools and com¬ 
munity centres in Powys to raise 
awareness. While most of the county 
can now access faster broadband, 
some premises are not. Assistance is 
also available for them on the Welsh 
Government website or by contacting 
the broadband team. 

Welsh Government minister for 
skills and science, Julie James, said: 
“Superfast broadband has become 
crucial for homes, which is why we 
are committed to bringing faster in¬ 
ternet speeds to regions across Wales. 
Improving our digital infrastructure 
is key to driving economic growth, 
supporting public services and help¬ 
ing people communicate. We want 
as many people as possible to realise 
these benefits, and this campaign 
aims to showcase how the technol¬ 
ogy is impacting thousands of lives 
in communities across Wales.

Councillors voice concern 
over energy park lorries

COUNCILLORS have voiced 
concerns over lorries travelling 
though Oswestry when work be¬ 
gins on a new renewable energy 
park. 

Shropshire Council’s North Plan¬ 
ning Committee granted permission 
for a temporary access road for con¬ 
struction traffic building the Cefn y 
Maes Community Energy Park on 
land near Oswestry’s Racecourse com¬ 
mon at Rhydycroesau. 

But Oswestry councillors said they 
wanted to ensure that the largest lorries 
were diverted away from Oswestry town 
centre. The developers behind the scheme, 
renewables firm Engena Limited, want to 
install 2,588 solar panels over the border in 
Powys, but had to get approval from Shrop¬ 
shire Council to create the new, temporary 
road along a farm access track and field 
boundaries close to the site. 

Councillors gave the go-ahead saying 
the two-kilometre long track would have 
to be removed no longer than nine months 
after the energy park was built. Council¬ 
lors Vince Hunt and Paul Milner both ex¬ 
pressed fears that lorries would not use a 
designated route but instead drive through 
Oswestry town centre. Councillor Hunt 
said: “My worry is how we are going to en¬ 
sure that the lorries that should use the al¬ 
ternative route and temporary access don’t 
instead simply drive through the middle of 
Oswestry? How are we going to police this? 
I hope Shropshire Council will be making 
representations to Powys County Council 
about the planning application for the en¬ 
ergy park.”

The firm has also been com¬ 
missioned to build the shell of 
a data centre building at Wr¬ 
exham Maelor Hospital for the 
health board. 

In Shropshire, it is carrying 
out conversion and refurbish¬ 
ment works to form a suite of 
offices within the outpatients 
building at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital for the Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford NHS Trust.

Police officers 
numbers drop 

POLICE officer numbers have 
dropped by more than 300 in the force 
that covers Shropshire in the last sev¬ 
en years. 

As of April this year there were 
2,079 serving West Mercia police of¬ 
ficers, which is 345 less than in April 
2010, according to figures from a 
Freedom of Information request. 

In April 2016 there were 2,105 po¬ 
lice officers covering the area, and 
2,042 in 2015. At the lowest, there 
were 1,995 officers in April 2014. 

The number of police constables 
has dropped by 219 since April 2010 
according to the figures. 

West Mercia Police assistant chief 
constable Martin Evans said an in¬ 
vestment had been made in technol¬ 
ogy to modernise the way the force 
works. 

Probation service 
'must improve' 

PROBATION services in Shropshire 
need to improve, according to a new 
report. 

The private company which cares 
for lower level offenders needs to do 
more in cases of domestic abuse and 
involving safeguarding children, ac¬ 
cording to HM Chief Inspector of Pro¬ 
bation. 

Inspectors found that the private 
Warwickshire & West Mercia Commu¬ 
nity Rehabilitation Company (CRC), 
which supervises medium and lower 
risk offenders, compared well against 
other CRCs in England and Wales in 
terms of national performance targets. 

But, the CRC was assessed as poor 
in key areas of work, including pro¬ 
tecting potential victims from the risk 
posed by people under supervision. 

A spokesman for Warwickshire & 
West Mercia CRC said: “A compre¬ 
hensive action plan is in place which 
addresses the report’s findings.”

Cae Post is now working with eight coun¬ 
cils in the county to roll out its new plastic 
film recycling scheme. 

John Harrington, chairman of Cae Post, 
said: “The environmental impact of plastic 
film should not be underestimated. 

“Studies suggest that plastic bags, for ex¬ 
ample, can take anywhere between 20 and 
1,000 years to degrade, if they degrade at 
all in modern landfill sites. 

“In fact, many countries around the 
world have now banned them.” 

Mr Harrington added: “So, if we are 
going to use items made from plastic film, it 
is important that, as a society, we do what 
we can to recycle them. 

“At Cae Post, we believe it is vital that 
these items do not end up in general waste 
and so we are pleased to offer a collection 
service for communities in Powys, as well 
as for businesses, charities and other or¬ 
ganisations.”

The initiative 
is designed to optimise the use 
of medicines and the network 
of 700 pharmacies across Wales 
are uniquely placed to reduce 
this avoidable waste.”

Son's tragedy prompts 
mother's suicide plea

THE mother of a man who killed 
himself at home believes more 
needs to be done to prevent men 
committing suicide. 

Ronald Jason Pond, 47, was found 
dead in his home at Cambrian Ter¬ 
race, Llansantffraid on July 6. 

His inquest was held at Welshpool Mag¬ 
istrates Court where coroner Andrew Bark¬ 
ley returned a conclusion of suicide. 

The inquest heard how Mr Pond had suf¬ 
fered from depression and had been seen by 
a mental health team and a psychiatrist in 
the days leading up to his death. 

Mr Pond’s mother Pam attended the in¬ 
quest, and believes more needs to be done 
to tackle the problem. 

She said: “Our family on my mother’s 
side had nine people with mental health 
problems and I was one of them. 

“He told me in the days before he felt like 
he had a blanket over his head. 

“Something is wrong in the system and 
something needs to be done about this be¬ 
cause too many young men are doing this. 

“My question is - is enough being done? 

“I am speaking about across the country, 
I think the system is just wrong.” 

The inquest heard how Mr Pond had 
sought help from his GP in June, who had 
urgently referred him to a mental health 
team. 

He was then referred on to see a psychi¬ 
atrist, who said Mr Pond had a low mood 
and had expressed the view that his family 
would be “better off without him”. 

Giving evidence, Dr William Henderson 
said that despite this, there were no plans 
made by Mr Pond to commit suicide, and he 
was deemed at a low risk.

THESE stunning shots show the wonders of 
Shropshire and beyond snapped from the 
sky. 

From Oswestry’s Iron Age hillfort to the colour¬ 
ful sights of the recent Oswestry Balloon Festival 
each picture was captured from a drone. 

The images above were taken by the Drone Rangers, a 
group ran by Virtual Shropshire, who showcase some the 
county’s most beautiful landmarks from where we can’t 
see them. Decades ago, taking photographs from above 
would have meant flying with a helicopter or aeroplane. 

But now, it’s been made much easier, thanks to the ris¬ 
ing popularity of drones, which you can snap up for as 
little as a few hundred pounds. 

The group, headed by pilot and Virtual Shropshire 
owner Paul Hutchinson, has taken shots from across 
Shropshire and into Mid Wales. Mr Hutchinson has 
been flying drones since 2013 and acquired his commer¬ 
cial qualification more than two years ago. It is against 
the law to operate commercial drone flights without the 
relevant certificate and insurance and all of the group’s 
flights are conducted in accordance with the Air Navi¬ 
gation Order. Even though the group have the expertise 
to photograph some beautiful sceneries, they must follow 
strict rules and guidelines. 

Their aircraft - which are capable of taking HD videos 
and 12 megapixel pictures - can only stay airborne for 15 
minutes and flying in towns can often be restricted.

Illuminating survey gives all-clear to canal tunnel 
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Checks are made for cracks and leaks by members of the specialist canal tunnel team

BOATERS will be able to continue to travel 
through the longest canal tunnel in Wales. 

An illuminating structural survey of the 
1,200 foot Chirk tunnel on the Llangollen 
Canal near Oswestry saw the 200-year-old 
brickwork lit up by engineers from the Canal 
and River Trust giving a view few ever get the 
chance to see. 

The structure is the latest along the 11-mile 
World Heritage Site to be surveyed by the char¬ 


ity, which has the challenging task of maintain¬ 
ing the 2,000-mile canal network. 

Engineering specialists led by Jonathan 
Muir and Chris Reynard used a boat to travel 
through the 421-metre-long Chirk and 174-me¬ 
tre-long Whitehouse tunnels to see if there had 
been any structural changes since the last prin¬ 
cipal inspection three years ago. 

They gave the all clear to the structures. 

Inspections included checking for leaks, 


cracks and damaged brickwork. The Chirk tun¬ 
nel contains more than a million bricks, with 
much of the surface sealed in clay to make it 
waterproof. 

Mr Reynard, principal inspector, said the 
engineers’ observations were analysed and it 
was found that no repairs were necessary. 

Opened in 1805, Chirk tunnel is the longest 
of three canal tunnels on the Llangollen Canal, 
formerly a branch of the Ellesmere Canal, and 


is remarkable as one of the first tunnels to in¬ 
corporate a horse towing path. 

Previously, boat owners would have had to 
‘leg it’ through a canal tunnel by lying on the 
roof of their vessels and effectively walking 
along the roof. “A trip into the canal tunnel is 
like stepping back in time. It’s dark, quiet, a 
little bit eerie and much of the brickwork dates 
back to when the tunnel was constructed two 
centuries ago,” Mr Reynard said.

Talks 'must 
progress on 
run plans' 

A DECISION on the future of a half mar¬ 
athon needs to be made as soon as possi¬ 
ble, according to those in discussions to 
bring it back for a second year. 

UK Run Chat organised the first 
Oswestry Half Marathon, which at¬ 
tracted 1,000 runners, however recently 
it revealed it was pulling out of the event. 

Even more people were expected to 
sign up for the second event in April, 
with over 500 people already registering 
an interest. 

The event began and ended at the Brit¬ 
ish Ironwork Centre on the outskirts of 
Oswestry and owner Clive Knowles has 
been in discussions with three prospec¬ 
tive organisers. 

Mr Knowles is confident he can an¬ 
nounce an organising partner soon. 

But he says a firm decision needs to be 
made soon with next year’s event looming 
large. 

He said: “I can’t emphasise enough 
how big this event is for the town, last 
year we had people from as far away as 
Ireland there. 

“It is a big boost to the area and we 
just have to wait and see now, but we 
need to make a decision soon as the event 
wouldn’t be far away.” 

Mr Knowles said it could cost up to 
£20,000 for an organiser to take the 
event on. He added: “We need to make 
a decision because the medals are being 
sorted out and cut. It could cost between 
£15,000 and £20,000 to have an organiser 
and that money would need to be found 
somewhere.” 

Town set to 
become more 
bee friendly 

OSWESTRY will become more bee friend¬ 
ly next year as special gardens spring up. 

The Oswestry Branch of Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust has launched a project 
called Flowers for Bees to make the town 
more wildlife-friendly by planting nec¬ 
tar-rich plants and shrubs. 

Many wild bees are in serious decline 
because of a loss of wildflower habitats. 

The trust’s project involves improving 
two sites in Oswestry town centre, the 
sensory garden in Cae Glas Park and the 
Willow Garden, opposite Oswestry Li¬ 
brary. Sarah Gibson from the trust said: 

“We are working with the town council in 
the park and with Christ Church, owners 
of the Willow Garden, with support from 
Kinokulture, who lease the building next 
to it. 

“We will plant a wide range of bee- 
friendly, bulbs, herbaceous perennials, 
shrubs and climbers. 

The project will begin by planting cro¬ 
cus, narcissus, tulip and scilla bulbs in 
the Willow Garden from 10am to noon on 
Saturday. Anyone wishing to help will be 
welcome, whether they want to drop in 
and plant a handful of bulbs or stay for 
an hour or two.

A MAN has denied a charge of dangerous 
driving.

Independent traders have been a part of 
Oswestry and Welshpool for hundreds of 
years. 

While many similar sized market towns have 
lost that local, friendly feeling independent 
traders bring to the community, Oswestry and 
Welshpool still have those small and vitally 
important traders in abundance. 

One of the reasons many visitors give for 
visiting Oswestry and Welshpool is because 
of the wide variety of independent shops and 
businesses they both have. 

Many of the towns’ small independent firms 
have been owned by the same families for 
generations and some of them started in 
humble beginnings, either in small units or in 
the towns’ weekly markets. 

The markets in Oswestry and Welshpool still 
play a vital role in community life and they are 
still an ideal platform for new entrepreneurs to 
start their business. 

Oswestry and Welshpool have grown over the 
years but have a proud history as market towns. 

The markets provide a diverse, and often 
unusual, range of interesting stalls, selling and 
providing a vast range of services. 

Markets have been a major part of the trading 
and historical importance of the towns and 
have existed for many centuries. 

The first known charter in Oswestry was 
granted during the reign of Henry II when the 
Town was known as Whiteminster. 

In 1262 a charter was granted by John 
FitzAlan, Lord of the Manor To our Burgesses 
of our village of Oswaldestree. The Powis Hall 
Indoor Market Hall was originally maintained by 
the Lord of the Manor, and was the Town Hall 
or Guildhall until premises adjacent were built 
in 1782. 

From this date until 1960 the building was 
used as a corn exchange, then as a butter and 
cheese market.and during the Second World 


War for emergency storage and for auxiliary fire 
service purposes. The hall was reconstructed 
in 1963. 

The indoor market enjoyed a revamp in 2012 
after winning an online voting competition 


in The Times newspaper, in association with 
design company, My Deco. Various regular 
events are held in the market, including card 
making and craft sessions. 

As aerial photographs will show, Oswestry 


has developed over the years but still holds 
onto its proud border market town status. 

The hall was nominated for the competition 
by one of its market traders and it won the 
prize of £50,000 which was given in kind - the 


estimated cost of the advice from designer Sir 
Terence Conran and materials. Work included 
a new glass lift, refurbishing the toilets, creating 
wi-fi facilities, a fresh lick of paint and hanging 
large canopies from the ceiling.

Request made 
for Christmas 
parking deal 

A BUSINESS group wants a council to 
provide free afternoon parking in the run¬ 
up to Christmas. 

Towns across Shropshire have adopted 
the policy as a way of boosting trade by 
bringing in extra shoppers for the busy fes¬ 
tive period. 

Oswestry has introduced the policy in 
previous years. 

Mark Derham, the chairman of Oswestiy 
Chamber of Commerce, has submitted a 
request to Oswestry Town Council to con¬ 
sider introducing the option over Christ¬ 
mas. Oswestry Town Councillors were 
due to consider the letter at their markets 
and service committee meeting last night 
(Wednesday). 

The letter states: “It is my impression 
that the previously seasonal generosity of 
the town council has been warmly received 
by town centre traders. 

“It certainly helps to encourage in¬ 
creased footfall within the town over this 
crucial trading period.” 

If the motion is approved, then it will 
continue the arrangement from previous 
years across town centre car parks run by 
the town council, with no charge from 2pm 
daily from Monday, December 11, to Satur¬ 
day, December 23. 

An approach has already been made to 
Shropshire Councillor for highways, Steve 
Davenport, for the arrangement to apply 
across county owned car parks in Oswestry. 

A similar move has been made in Powys 
where free parking will be provided on 
Saturday, December 16 and 23, between 
10am and 6pm. 

Cars crash at 
roads blackspot 

DRIVERS escaped with minor injuries af¬ 
ter a crash at an accident blackspot. 

The busy A483 near Oswestry was 
blocked on Friday morning following the 
two-vehicle crash - one of two in the area. 

It happened at the Maesbury Road

GETTING a university degree is a 
proud moment for any young per¬ 
son, and their parents. 

For Alex Guest, his Open Degree from 
the Open University has come after a 10- 
year battle against a debilitating condi¬ 
tion. 

Alex, now 22, developed the disabling illness 
myalgic encephalopathy/chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome when he was 12. 

In addition to severe headaches, joint aches, 
stomach aches, and sensitivity to light and 
sound and touch, Alex also lost the ability to 
read and write. 

He was taken on by the Open University 
aged only 14, unusually early, after his mother 
said the education services could not provide a 
tutor or online learning for him. 

“The very first module he did was in maths,” 
his mother Gill said. 

She said: “He couldn’t tolerate the bright¬ 
ness of white paper so we used to do short, 
10-minute sessions of sums in felt tip on the 
window panes. 

“Our house looked like a scene from Good 
Will Hunting.” 

Alex has been supported by his mother 
throughout. 

“Graduation day was very emotional,” she 
said. 

“It was a great joy to be among so many 
Open University students who had clearly been 
strongly supported in their studies by their 
families. 

“They are all students with stories. 

“It was lovely to see their tenacity, dedication 
and sheer dogged hard work pay off, and to cel¬ 
ebrate with them. 

“We were immensely proud.” 

The family is urging people to go along to a 
special screening of the documentary Unrest to 
understand more about the illness. 

The award-winning documentary looks at 
how people are coping with chronic fatigue 
syndrome. 

It will be screened at the Kinokulture Cin¬ 
ema, Arthur Street, Oswestry, this evening 
(Thursday) at 7.30pm. 

Jennifer Brea’s film cuts scenes of comedians 
joking about sufferers being ‘a bit tired’ with 
scenes of people with the illness struggling to 
even speak.

COMMUNITIES have benefited from 
more than £140,000 worth of fund¬ 
ing so far this year thanks to a lot¬ 
tery project. 

The Three Parishes Big Local has in¬ 
vested the money in Weston Rhyn, St 
Martins and Gobowen to help make them 
better places to live. 

It is part of a 10-year programme which 
will see a total of £1 million given out through 
grants. 

Successful applications have come from 
Weston Rhyn District Gardening Club for a 
new banner and display boards and Gobowen 
Youth FC who purchased new footballs and 
goalposts. 

Larger grants have gone to Gobowen 
Scouts who applied for money towards a trip 
to Kandersteg International Scouting Centre 
and TNS Community Foundation, but the big¬ 
gest investment of the year was £100,000 to 
Oswestry Station Building Trust towards the 
purchase of Gobowen Station buildings. 

Gobowen Area Improvement Group has 
bought the empty buildings on the platform 
at the historic station and plans to restore the 
railway to its former glory. 

And the ambitious plans include restoring 
the line from Gobowen to Oswestry station, 
stopping off at the orthopaedic hospital along 
the way. 

Partnership chairman, Nick Heard, said: 
“Our third year has seen more Big Local money 
invested in our communities than in previous 
years. 

“We have had the opportunities to fund a 
wide range of projects and activities, including 
projects which develop skills, reduce social iso¬ 
lation and improve our local facilities. 

“As we move into year four, the partnership 
is excited about making even more of a differ¬ 
ence to the lives of local people.” 

As well as grants, the project has also com¬ 
missioned Citizens Advice Shropshire on a 
three-year project that will help the residents 
of Weston Rhyn, St Martins and Gobowen man¬ 
age their household finances. 

My Money Matters started in April and is 
supporting local people with any financial is¬ 
sues from benefits advice to shopping habits 
and waste.

Bosses condemned over education budget inaction 


A COUNCIL’S failure to intervene has led to 
schools overspending by millions putting them 
“at risk”, a critical report has warned. 

Powys schools are predicted to have a deficit 
of £5.4 million by 2019-20, with some not only 
spending their own budgets but also going into 
council reserves. 

A report said the council’s reluctance to in¬ 
tervene to stop the growing debt was a “signif¬ 
icant weakness”. 

Councillors considered the findings recently. 
The report, by the council’s education scrutiny 


working group, said the authority had known 
about the growing deficit for some time but 
failed to act and the issue was now “very ur¬ 
gent”. 

It warned that while the council issued let¬ 
ters of concern to offending schools it had been 
“reluctant to use powers” to directly intervene. 

This has been seen as a “weakness” by the 
schools, which have “sensed that little action 
would be taken”. 

The report, considered by the audit commit¬ 
tee, stated the lack of intervention was because 


the council felt it does not have the skills to 
manage the problems. 

It also said that a “lack of clarity” over who 
is responsible has meant some schools were 
not only spending their own budget, but were 
also accessing and overspending the council’s 
non-delegated cash. 

This was now “unsustainable” and had be¬ 
come a risk not just to the individual schools 
but to the overall financial health of the author¬ 
ity, it warned. 

The report issued a warning: “This situation 


cannot continue given the continuing deple¬ 
tion of council reserves and urgent action is 
required”. 

Deputy council leader and the portfolio 
holder for finance Councillor Aled Davies said 
the council needed to work with schools ur¬ 
gently to address the financial situation. He 
said: “Any action taken must be evidence-based 
and must deliver a sustainable schools system 
for the next 10 to 20 years. 

“Financial sustainability has to go hand-in- 
hand with educational excellence.”

For those just back from a long holiday in Outer 
Mongolia, we’ll recap. At the start of the month, Strictly’s 
Anton Du Beke unexpectedly found himself pinned to 
the ground beneath the beautiful, perfectly-manicured 
Singapore-born presenter. And then she sort of wriggled 
a bit. And shimmied. Jeez. 

Anton laughs. No doubt he’s recounted that moment 
dozens of times, but he’s game again this morning. Was 
he horrified when the two of them went down? 

He laughs again. “No, I told Ruth it had been her best 
move.” 

There’s a pause. Then we both laugh. 

“It was one of those things. It was not her fault. 
Everything goes into slow motion when things like that 
happen. 

“You think: ‘I’ve got this, I’ll just adjust.’ Then it’s ‘Jesus, 

I don’t think I’ve got this. And you wait for the ground to 
arrive at your back side.’” 

Anton thought it was a hoot when it happened - and 
still does. 

“It was hilarious. It was one of the funniest moments 
ever on strictly. The crowd went mad.” 

We have more to talk about, however, like Anton’s 
forthcoming tour and his decision to try to emulate his Rat 
Pack heroes like Frank and Sammy D. 

Anton, TV’s most sartorial man, is The Entertainer. And 
in addition to tripping the light fantastic on Strictly, he’s 
been recording a debut album in the studio, From The 
Top. 


PASSION 

“I’m so excited to announce my debut album. It’s 
been a passion project of mine for years to be able to 
do something like this. 

“I hope people enjoy it. I’ve loved every second of 
it. There’s some old songs. Some new songs. And 
definitely some songs you can dance to.” 

It features classics like Putting On The Ritz, Fly Me To 
The Moon, Don’t Rain On My Parade and It’s The Most 
Wonderful Time Of The Year. 

It’s something he’d wanted to do forever, but took a 
while to bring together. 

“I’m never quite sure how one gets from Point A to 
Point B sometimes. The same was true when 
I was watching Fred Astaire when I was 
young, I wanted to be like him but I 
wasn’t sure of the path from a Church 
Hall in Kent to becoming Fred Astaire. 

And with music, I’ve never been 
sure how to get from the shower to 
singing Fly Me To The Moon in a 
studio with a great producer.” 

Anton worked on the record 
with Polydor and he was 
delighted with their support. 

“You just want someone to 
say to you: ‘Listen, it’s great, 
keep going.’

It’s 
music I loved growing up with and 
music I danced to. Being able to sing it and 
get others dancing is the greatest joy.” 

Anton grew up watching the greats. 

He was enchanted by Sammy Davis Jr, 

Dean Martin and Frank Sinatra as well as 
the wonderful arrangements by Nelson 
Riddle and Quincy Jones. He worked 
with a 36-piece orchestra on his album

to create new arrangements and the 
results are plain to see. 

Anton is habitually tied up during 
the run-in to Christmas, what, with 
Strictly an all. But he’ll be road testing 
some of the songs when he tours the 
UK from January to March. 

“I’ll be back on tour after the new 
year and I’ll be coming back to the 
Symphony Hall in Birmingham - I do 
that venue. I’ll be dancing and 
singing, as I normally do. But if 
anybody’s been to see me on 
tour, they know I sing 
a bit both on Strictly 
and on my own 
tours. 

“I keep saying 
this, I don’t want it to 
sound odd, but the 
sound of the album 
is incredible. It’s 
such a brilliant sound 
they put together in 
the studio.” 

The team who 
worked with Anton to 
produce his album blew 
him away. They were 
simultaneously supportive 
and honest, scrutinising 
everything he did to make 
sure he reached his potential.

So does Anton want to follow in those footsteps? Does 
he want to be lining his own walls with a bunch of silver, 
gold and platinum discs? You can bet he does. 

“I hope it goes absolutely massive, I hope I get a 
platinum disc and people say it’s incredible. But we’ll 
have to wait and see whether that actually happens, we’ll 
have to wait and see. I love it so much that I want other 
people to love it. 

“This type of big band music is still being done and 
has stood the test of time. We’ll have to wait and see in 
the future what still gets repeated in the same way from 
today’s era. The songs I’ve re-recorded are great in their 
own right. The hard bit for me was choosing what to leave 
out.” 

In the final analysis, making people happy is what The 
Entertainer is all about. And he plans to keep dancing for 
as long as possible. “For now, I still love dancing. Doing 
the paso doble and samba and ripping my trousers off 
- I live for those moments. Or dancing with Nadiya and 
doing a beautiful foxtrot while Seal is singing: those are 
the moments you live for.”

The show is taking place on 
June 10, and the Cold War- 
era aircraft was delivered by 
road to the Shropshire airfield 
recently, 

The F-4 Phantom II was operated by the Royal Air Force 
between 1969 and 1992, principally as an air defence fighter, 
Of all of Britain's Phantoms, the airframe which arrived at 
RAF Cosford is perhaps one of the most iconic and is known 
as Black Mike due to its unique paint scheme applied by 
111 (F) Squadron in the late 1980s. 

Ar show operations manager Peter Reoch said the plane 
played a big part in keeping the UK safe during the Cold War, 
He said: "Therefore, having an example of the type was 
essential as part of our RAF100 static exhibition at the Air Show 
on June 10." Mr Reoch said there would be plenty more 
aircraft shipped into the airbase ahead of next year's show, 

"It will be the first of many aircraft which will be transported 
by road to RAF Cosford over the coming months specifically 
for display at the air show," he added, 

Although the jet was an American design, produced by 
McDonnell Douglas, the UK's Phantoms were a special batch 
built separately.
